IHOLTCAMP MUST 
GIVE UP CLAIM ON 
$116,000 IN FEES 


Supreme Court, in Greene Coun- 
ty Case, Decides Law Affecting 
Probate Judges Is Legal. 


IS THE SECOND RULING 


Judge Has Paid Excess Fees of 
Office to City Treasurer 
Under Protest. 


By a decision of the State Supreme 
Court, handed down yesterday, Probate 
Judge Charles W. Hoitcamp will have 
to surrender $116,000 of excess fees which 
he had paid under protest to the Board 
of Education. The decision was in the 
case of Lydy vs. Greene County, in 
which the validity of the law of 195 
providing salaries instead of fees for 
Probate Judges, was upheld. 

This is the second decision handed 
down by the Supreme Court upholding 
the validity of this law. Grant G. Lydy 
of Springfield, Judre of the Probate 
Court of Greene County, contested the 
validity of the law, and following the 
suits filed by him and the Probate 
Judge of St. Joseph, Judge Holtcamp 
paid the fees of the St: Louis court into 
the City Treasury under protest, there- 
by reserving his right to recover them 
in ‘the event of a decision favorable to 
Lydy. 

Sehool Board Gave Contract. 

The result of Judge Holtcamp’s ac- 
tion was that the Board of Education 
was compelled to enter into a contract 
with the City' Treasurer, Auditor and 


him for the recovery of the fees, be- 
fore the city officials. would transmit 
the money to the School Board. 

Had the decision of the Supreme Court 
been otherwise, Judge Holtcamp would 
have been in a position to retain fees 
in excess of $20,000 a year, which now go 
to the Board of Education. It was es- 
timated that the fees for the two terms 
he has served, and the term to which 
he was elected in November, would ag- 
gregate $200,000. 

The law of 196 provides that Probate 
Judges shall receive the same salaries 
as Circuit Judges throughout the State, 
plus 10 per cent of the fees. The St. 
Loulz Circuit Judges receive salaries of 
$0500 a year, but the salaries are smailer 
in the country districts. With the fee 
which he received under the law, Judge 
Tioltcamp has been getting about $8300 a 
vear as Probate Judge in St. . Louis. 
Lydy, contesting the validity of the law, 
pleaded its unconstitutionality on the 
ground that as the saiaries of Circuit 
Judges are unequal it was ciass legis- 
lation. 

Only Twe Justices Dissent. 

The decision was written by Chief Jus- 
tice Lamm, with Judges Brown, Walker, 
Woodson and Eond concurring, and 
Judges Graves and Farris dissenting. As 
all phases of the law have been passed 
upon by the Supreme Court, in this and 
the previous decision, it is not thought 
likely «hat any further effort will be 
made by Probate Judges to contest its 
validity. 

In his campaign for re-eiection Judge 
Holtcamp pledged himself not to contest 
the law, but this pledge was made after 
it had been discovered that he had made 
rlans by which he cculd reccver the ex- 
cees fees which have accumulated dur- 
ing his service, if tie Supreme Court nad 
knocked out the law.

VON TIRPITZ SAYS GERMANY. 
CAN STARVE ENGLAND, T00 


German Minister of Marine Asks “What Will; 
America Say if We Declare Submarine 
War on Merchant Ships?” 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—An interview by 
Grand Admiral von Tirpitz, German 
Minister of Marine, to Karl H. von Wie- 
gand, an American correspondent, is 


printed here today, in which Von Tir- 
pitz is quoted as asking: “What will 
America say if Germany declares sub- 
marine war on all enemy merchant 
ships?’’ 

This question followed his statement 
that America had not protested against 
England's closing of the North Sea to 
neutral shipping. ‘“‘England wants 10 
starve us,’’ he declared. “We can play 
the same game. We can bottle her up 
and torpedo every English or allied 
ship which nears any harbor in Great 
Britain, thereby cutting off large food 
supplies.”’ 

The interview was given at the Kai- 
ser’s field capital in France, and the 
delayed dispatch was sent under date 
of Dec. 2% Von Tirpitz afterward re- 
turned to Berlin because of the Kaiser's 
illness, but he is today reported again 
to have accompanied the maleer to the 
western battle front. 

Von Tirpitz declared Britain’s domina- 
tion of the sea was originally founded 
on piracy, while her power on land was 
established by robbery in all parts of 
the world.

“Germany was developing too fast, 
growing too strong and too powerful and 
was getting in England's way, so her 
throat had to be cut—that’s it in a nut- 
shell,’’ he continued. “King Edward 
laid plans for it years ago. He had an 
inexplicable antipathy to Germany. He 
looked about and seized upon the grow- 
ing Pan-Slavism in the East and the 
Revanche idea in the West as his means. 

“England thereupon formed an alli- 
ance with the yellow race in the Orient, 
with Russian barbarians in the East 
and in the West with the French, who 
were unable to shake themselves lodse 
from the obsession of the ‘Revanche.’ 

“The impression has gone abroad,’’ the 
correspondent remarked, “that German 
militarism hoped to bring on the war.”’ 

‘Yes, that England’s cry,’’ retorted the 
Admiral. “Our militarism they accuse, 
but what about her navalism and mea- 
rineism, which for years has made 
Claims to a monopoly of authority on 
the water? There is no militarism with 
Ls, unless you call universal service by 
that title; and that is merely the de- 
fensive development which has resulted 
from Germany having been the tram- 
pling ground of the European nations 
for hundreds of years. For 200 years 
France has declared war on Germany 
34 times. I say universai service makes 
for peace, not for war.”

E aatiee ap Seon ion Lon- 
don that allied diplomacy has 
succeeded in persuading Bulga- 
tia to declare her unconditional neu- 
trality for the war, that is, to give 
her pledge that, under no circum- 
stances, will she attack her old ene- 
mies, Greece and Rumania, is one 
of the most interesting and signifi- 
cant statement« that has come from 
Europe in recent days. 

From Austria, in a dozen different 
ways, reports are coming that the 
dual monarchy is at the limit of its 
endurance, that disasters, misery, 
internal weaknesses and external re- 
verses have combined to shake the 
whole structure of Francis Joseph's 
empire, and peace or ruin is, in the 
words of many Austrians, becoming 
the alternative. 

Such being the apparent fact, the 
arrival on the Austrian frontier of 
nearly a million Greek and Rouman- 
jan troops might easily prove the 
final blow to Austrian resistance and 
have a decisive effect upon the for 
tunes of the German armies now 
fighting in Poland and in France and 
—— 

Based on Self Interests. 

Such an attack upon Austria by 
Kumania and Greece would be based 
upon self interests patent to all ob- 
servers and expressed in the alliance 
between Servia, Greece and Rou- 
mania, which immediately followed 
the second Balkan war. The purpose 
of the alliance was to defend the 
territories each state had acquired by 
that war directly and at the expense 
of Bulgaria, but actually in the face 
of Austrian intrigue and opposition. 

Under the terms of that alliance 
it might have been expected Ru- 
mania and Greece would immediately 
come to the aid of Servia when the 
great war began. But to do this 
n the early months would have been 
to risk the appearance of both Bul- 
garia and Turkey on the other side. 
Bulgaria was eager to recover her 
Macedonian lands lost in the recent 
war, to take Monastir and retake 
Kavala and the lower reaches of the 
Struma River, Turkey still claiming 
the Aegean Islands. 

Accordingly, while from the outset 
Rumanian and Greek sympathy was 
with Servia and her great allies, 
both states preserved their neutral- 
ity, and by so doing kept Bulgaria 
neutral, for Germany and Austria 
woould hardly care to enlist Bul- 
garia when this enlistment insured 
the appearance of Rumanian and 
Greek armies on the other side. 


Germans Had Advantage. 
Thus it immediately became the 


mission of German ané allied diplom- 
acy to obtain the support of Bul- 
garia. If the allies could procure 
from Bulagria a promise of neutral- 
ity, Greece and Rumania were fairly 
certain to join their ranks. Germany, 
on the other hand, labored to pre- 
serve the Bulgarian menace to 
Greece and Rumania. 


this immediate advantage: 
had recently been despoilled of most 
of her Turkish conquests by her three 
neighbors, Servia, Rumania and 
Greece. Having borne the drunt of 
the Turkish war, she fottnd herself 
after the peace of Bucharest deprived 
of all but a tiny front upon the 
Egean.

most considerable triumph of allied 
diplomacy since Italy affirmed her 
neutrality. If it is followed by decla- 
rations of war by Greece and Ru- 
mania it will be one more step in 
what seems to be the inevitable 
march of events toward German de- 
feat. 

For Rumania the war holds out in- 
stant profit.. Transylvania, just 
across the mountains from her own 
territory, holds 1,500,000 Rumanians 
in a population of 2,500,000. 

In Bukowina, also coftiguoum 
there are at least 500,000 Rumaniand 
in a population of nearly 1,000,000. 
Russia, now holding Bukoviania, has 
steadily offered it as a reward for 
Rumonian enlistment. Thus, a ter- 
ritory of 36,000 square miles, half as 
large as New York State, with 3,500,- 
00% people, would fall 10 Rumapia, 
who could easily afford to return to 
Bulgaria her Dobrudja districts. Such 
an increase would make Rumania‘a 
state with more than 10,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, mainly Rumanians, and an 
area of more than 75,000 square miles, 


How Greece Would Gain. 
Greece, for her part, would be as- 


sured of her possession of the Ha- 
gean Islands, still claimed by Tur- 
key. She would certainly be permit- 
ted to hold Northern Epirus, sur- 
rendered after the Balkan wars be- 
cause of Italian opposition, réoccu- 
pied now with Italy’s consent, since 
Italy has established herself in Al- 
vona Bay. But, above all else, she 
would be permanently freed from 
the menace of Austro-German ambi- 
tions which have always planned to 
descend the Vardar Valley and make 
Saloniki the Austro-German gateway 
to the near east. 

Rumanian military strength is just- 
ly respected by all European ex- 
perts. In the second Balkan war ‘it 
did no real fighting, but it demon- 
strated efficiency and leadership in 
its rapid occupation of Northern 
Bulgaria. The Hohenzollern King 
Charles had always cared for his 
army and its fighting qualities were 
demonstrated at Plevna, when it 
saved the Russians. Notjess than 
600,000 trained troops could take the 
fleld promptly. 

Greek armies proved their worth at 
Yemidje-Vardar and Kilmis in the 
two Balkan wars. Trained by French 
officers, they wholly atoned for the 
inglorious defeats of the previous 
war with Turkey, ‘and King Con- 
stantine showed himself a command- 
er of very great ability. Greece 
could be depended upon to put 20,- 
000 veterans, trained to battle and 
used to victory, into the field to sup- 
port their old Servian allies of 1913. 

Austria herself has confessed the 
failure of her Servian campaign 
and drawn off the mass of her 
troops tc save her Hungarian fron- 
tiers, 

If to 250,000 victorious Serbs there 
are now joined 750,000 Greeks and 
Rumanians, it is unmistakable that 
the whole Austrian campaign east 
of the Carpathians: will have to be 
abandoned and Austrian armies re- 
called to defend Budapest and Vi- 
enna from the south, will leave Ger- 
many to face Russia on the east and 
France, England and Belgium on the 
west single-handed. . 

Italy Might Be Drawn In. 

Moreover, it is doubtful whether 
Italy, if allied victory were thus 
assured, and her share in Austrian 
spoil in danger if she stood aside, 
could be longer held back. 

It is plain then that today’s news 
from London, if it correctly forecasts 
Bulgarian neutrality and Greek and 
Rumanian enlistment, is the most in- 
teresting that has come since the 
report of German defeat. at the 
Marne.

GIRL WHO SINGS | 
BUT WON'T TALK 
PUZZLES DOCTORS 


Matilda Texier Ceased Speaking 
After Being in Hospital for 
a Knee Operation. 
. 


For more than six months Matilda 
Texier, 18 years old, of 4485 South Thir- 
ty-eighth street, has. not spoken, a!- 
though apparently able to do so. Her 
father, John Texier, a prosperous com- 
mission merchant, after having retained 
several physicians and given his daugh- 
ter a seven months’ course of treatment 
in St. John’s Hospital, has appealed to 
the Post-Dispatch to make public the 
story of the girl’s strange illness. The 
father hopes that some reader may 
know of a similar case and how it may 
be cured. 

Texier and his wife came to Missouri 
from Germany 2% years ago. They have 
two sons, one of whom is now a Ser- 
geant in the German army, who has 
written several times asking about his 
sister’s condition. Matilda is their only 
Ganghter. They own their home and 
Mr. and Mrs. Texier | state that, al- 
though they have spent over $1100 in an 
effort to restore their daughter to 
health, they are willing to do anything 
to restore her speech. 

One feature of the girl’s illness which 
has puzzled physicians who have at- 
tended her is that at times she will sing 
some of her school-day songs with ex- 
cellent inflection. Her hearing does not 
appear to .be impaired. She follows di- 
rections given her, reads a great deal, 
sews, works about the house and enjoys 
going to theaters, but she will not or 
cannot talk. 

How Illness Began, 

The story of the girl’s illness, as told 
by the father and mother, is to the ef- 
fect that until about three and one-half 
years ago, Matilda was a normal child 
of happy disposition, cheerful about the 
house, standing well in her classes at 
the Lyon School, Vermont and Koeln 
avenues. 


When she was 12 years old she began 
to take lessons upon the piano. 

Shortly after she was 14 years old she 
began complaining of pain in her right 


‘| knee. This became worse and a phy-

Upon her return home the girl’ was 
able to walk, but appeared greatly de- 
pressed and unwilling to enter into con- 
versation. At times, her father says, it 
Was almost necessary to force her to 
say a few words. 

The girl’s unwillingness to speak be- 
veame more and mes pronounced, and 
in the early part of this year she abso- 
lutely ceased talking. In the thought 
that possibly it might trouble her to 
walk, although she seemed to walk 
easily, her father bought her a horse 
and phaeton. She evidently enjoyed 
driving about, but continued to main- 
tain absolute silence. 

Breaks Into Song. 

This silence she broke one day about 
six months ago by her sudden singing of 
a school song that was being sung by a 
group of girls passing the house. Since 
that time she has frequently sung some 
of her old songs. Her parents became 
encouraged and urged her to play upon 
the piano. She would obediently take 
her place there, but could not be made 
to play. 


When a reporter called at the house 


yesterday she was helping her mother 
with the housework. When her father 
told her that she was to have her photo- 
graph taken she at once looked down at 
her dress and when her mother fold 
her to get some other clothing she went 
at once. She quickly followed the tin- 
struction spoken by the photographer 
and after her photograph was taken she 
sat down by a window and began read- 
ing a newspaper. 

“That’’ what makes me so mad,” 
said her father. “She used to read 
the newspapers to me when I was 
busy and we enjoyed talking over 
the events of the day. Now ashe 
reads as much as ever, but not one 
word will she say. I canot believe 
she is hopelessly ill. She is our only 
daughter and if anyone can really tell 
me what can be done for her I will 
see that it is done at once.”

Contractor Calis Out Besieged -Men

The nonunion plumbing force, 
which was driven yesterday from its 
intrenched position in the new Gro- 
ver Cleveland High School fn Caron- 
delet, withdrew this morning, al- 
though having been reinforced, and 
“retired upon positions previously 
selected,” namely, the downtown of- 
fice of the employer, A. J. Gallagher, 
plumbing contracter.

The nonunion plumbers had 
been insisting that they would enter 
when the others did, the union men 
had said they should not, and the 
police had hoped they would, be able 
to handle the situation. Private de- 
tectives were also on hand. 

Emil Meyers, who had stood siege 
in the building since Friday, and 
James Gallaher, who had been with 
him since Sunday, were forcibly 
ejected from the school building by 
the union men yesterday afternoon. 
They demanded the arrest of their as- 
sailants, and the police seized six 
men headed by William C. Micher, a 
contractor. In the Wyoming Street 
Police Court this morning the cases 
were laid over until tomorrow. They 
are charged with disturbing the 
peace. 

The removal of the nonunion men. 
was the signal for the resumption of 
work by union men, who had refused 
to work beside nonunion men on the 
school job.

rolling chorus of ‘“aye.’’ The debate 
which followed was one of the most 
interesting if not tie most spectacular 
of recent years. The passage of the 
rule, which was conceded by those op- 
posing the Hobson resolution, many of 
whom voted for the rule to get the res- 
olution out to a vote, was preceded by 
a statement by Democratic Leader Un- 
derwood and scattering debate on both 
sides. UWnderwood made it clear that 
the Democratic leadership in the House 
was in favor of meeting the issue with 
a vote. 
Hobson Demands Passage. 

“This is not a temperance question,”’ 
said he. “It never has been. Prohibi- 
tion has not produced temperance in 
the lands where it has been tried. | 
regard this question as an attack on 
the fundamental principles of our Gov- 
ernment. If it is allowed to go without 
being met it will mislead many of the 
people. If allowed to proceed without 
being combated, the day may come 
when it may be a serious menace to 
the principles of Government which you 
and I believe in.’’ 

The debate on the rule Has been a 
running desultory fire, but with con- 
sideratiof of the resolution itself the 
real heavy artillery was unlimbered. 
Representative Hobson, author of the 
prohibition resolution, led off with a 
dramatic demand for its passage. He 
Geclared a state had a right to be 
“Ary,” that the liquor business was an 
“interstate nuisance,” and that there 
had never been a serious conflict be- 
tween Federal and state laws for pro- 
tection of the morals of the people. He 
portrayed the devastating effect of 
liquor, “a habit-forming drug whose 
@hackled victims,” he said, today num- 
bered 5,000,000.

Charts before the Speaker’s desk bore 
prohibition slogans, and draped along 
the gallery over the Speaker's chair was 
a great strip of paper on which were 
pasted printed names of signers of 
prohibition petitions urging the adoption 
of the constitutional amendment. There 
were thousands of names and the strip 
was 150 feet long. 

Those opposing the Hobson resolution 
are confident it will be defeated. Its 
supporters are not enthusiastic in their 
predictions: of victory. 

A two-thirds majority was neces- 
sary to pass the special rule to take a 
vote on the resolution, and another two. 
thirds majority will be needed to pass 
the resolution itself. Should it succeed 
in the House it would go to the Sen- 
ate, and if approved there it .then would 
have to be ratified by two-thirds of the 
states to become a law. 

Some noted Southern educators and 
preachers are among the lobbyists for 
the Hobson resolution. President W. 
L. Poteat of Lake Forest College, the 
leading Baptist institution of North 
Carolina, ts urging Southern members 
to vote for the measure. The Rev. 
James Cannon,. known .widely in the 
South as a champion of prohibition, was 
in the hallway between Speaker Clark’s 
room and the House, calling on mem- 
bers of the House to advise them what 
to do. 

The Rev. Sam Small of Texas has been 
here seeing Congressmen. W. D. Upshaw, 
editor of the Golden age of Atlanta, 
known in the South as “Earnest Wil- 
lie,”” is on hand to keep Georgians in 
line for prohibition. Dr. «’. A. Beck, 
president of the National Anti-Saloon 
League, is here directing his Neutenants. 


Warned of Constituents’ Views. 

President Poteat of North Carolina re- 
minded Representative Small of his 
State that the people of Small’s district 
were for prohibition, and desired him to 
vote for the Hobson proposition.

is Mrs. Joseph Fels, widow of the 
zreat single tax leader who died a 
short time ago. For Mrs. Fels inherits 
»0t only the vast fortune of the soap 
manufacturer, but the determination to 
carry on his campaign as lavishly and 
devotedly as he did. 
¥ou remember, he proposed to match 
dollar for dollar any fund raised to 
forward the single tax propaganda in 
any country. In this country the Fels 
Fund has given more than one-fourth 
million doHars to: less than half that 
amount raised by others. 
Already engaged upon her vocation, 
Mrs. Fels stopped in St. Louis yester- 
day to address an assemblage of the 
Henry George disciples at a banquet 
lasg night. 

Since the war broke out she has been 
active in a movement of Idle Acres 
Association, proposing that the Govern- 
ment shall appropriate temporarily and 
convert to agricultural usages some 30,- 
(00 vacant lots in London, the idea be- 
ing that not only employment but food 
may be produced to help out the lean 
months that are to come. 

Destiny Settled When a Child. 

It is said that Fels saw his wife and 
settled her destiny in his own mind when 
she was but nine years of age. Her 
name then was Mary Fels, they being 
distant relatives. 

What remarkable foresight he must 
have had was impressed upon me as she 
talked to me upon her arrival at the 
Terminal Hotel. He could _§ scarcels 
have guessed that at maturity her stat- 
ure would fall properly below his own 
scant five feet, yet it does. It is por- 
sible he may have had a plan to mold 
her mind and inclinations to match his 
own. : 

‘“‘He gave me John Stuart Mill on So- 
cialism to read when I was 12 and 
Frances Cobb’s ‘Duties of Women’ eat 
the age of 14,’° she told me., 

Still, such gifts to a child may have 
been but early indications of his faith 
in her powers, 

Mingling with radical and revolution- 
ary thinkers in whose society they have 
moved in London and elsewhere over 
the world may have had to do with 
developing her trend of thought, also. 
for she is interested in other modern 
movements, such as suffrage, universal 
peace, and Socialism in some of its mul- 
tiple phases. 


Shoulders Great Problem. 
At any rate, now she steps forth, 


as the usual widow of nine, 
bowed with grief, although her gar- 
ments are richly somber, but eager. 
visibly repressing the enthusiasm with 
which she assumes her mighty burden. 

Her problem is no less than to rid the 
world of poverty. That is what all sin- 
gle taxers believe their theory put into 
universal operation will do—abolish pov- 
erty throughout the world. 

As yet the experiment has been put 
into effect in but one place to any great 
extent. That was by the Germans in the 
province of Kiauchau. And that, pos- 
session recently fell into the hands of 
the Japanese. 

Mrs. Fels’ task, it will be seen, lies 
largely in the future. To be sure, she 
‘sn’t attacking the problem single-hand- 
ed. On this tour she is accompanied by 
Daniel Kiefer, chairman of the Fels 
Fund headquarters at Cincinnati, and 
Mrs. Kiefer. And if she finds in every 
city as valiant and able a champion as 
William Marion 'ieedy is in St. Louis. it 
cannot be said she shoulcers her bur- 
den alone.

Singe Tax Argument. 

“The walue society gives to the lands 
should be participated in by society. 
Enough revenue is to be derived from 
just taxation to support the State and 
the inevitable improvements taxation 
of land values would induce, would pro- 
vide every individual with a livelihood. 

“Instead of thar we see the values 
society creates go into private pockets.

LAW WOULD DRIVE 


State Committee Meets Here to 
Frame Act to Prevent Wild- 
cat Schemes. 


The State committee appointed to sug- 
gest to the Legislature advisable changes 
-n the Missouri banking laws this morn- 
ing at the Planters Hotel considered a 


number of suggestions, among them be- 
ing plans to drive the professional bank 
rromoter out of business and to change 
the law to prevent an institution, such 
as the Bankers’ Trust Co., now defunct. 
from owning a string of banks. 

Members of the committee have taker 
the view that. ihe banking business is In- 
jared by such institutions as the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co.. which owned the stock 
of many banks, borrowed money from 
them and hypothecated their stock, as 
well as the stock of the parent com- 
pany with them. The Bankers’ Trust is 
in the hands of receivers. 

The professional promoter is alse ob- 
jectionable to the bankers. It was 
pointed out that there may be one or 
two banks in a small community doing 
a. fairly good business. A promoter en- 
ters the field and organizes a new bank, 
taking for his services a certain per- 
centage of money for stock sold, and 
it then develops there is no fleld for 
the new bank. Sometimes banks are 
crganized by promoters merely for the 
purpose of selling to the new bank the 
fixtures, members said. 

Address on Rural Credits. 

Edwin Chamberlain, a banker of San 
Antonio, who investigated rural credits 
in Europe for the American Bankers 
Association, was present at the meeting 
and talked on rural credits. To re- 
porters he expressed the opinion that 
the Federal reserve act would not re- 
lieve the need of money by farmers. 
‘He said the banks prem@ably would con- 
tinue to invest their money in short time 
loans ané@ would not favor investment 
in long time farm loans. 

Other changes in the Missouri banking 
jaws under consideration by the commis- 
sion are: 

To start a bank, public notice should 
be required, giving the-names of those 
interested, the amount of the proposed 
capital, and giving the State Bank Com- 
missioner an opportunity to investigate 
the character of those interested. 

To provide for making bank char- 
ters perpetual, or providing means for 
a new bank to take over the business 
of the old bank when its charter ex- 
pires. 

To require each director in a bank of 
less than $25,000 capital to own wun- 
pledged at least four shares, and in 
banks of more than that size at least 
19 shares unpledged.

NEW FIGHT FOR 
THAW'S LIBERTY IN 


State’s Contention That He Was 
Sane Enough to Be Guilty of 
Crime to Be Used. 


MANCHESTER, N, H., Dec, 22.—Har- 
ry K. Thaw soon will make another 
fight to establish his sanity, in the 
opinion of several acquaintances. The 
opportunity, they confidently expect, 
will be afforded when Thaw is returned 
to New York State to answer the in- 
dictment charging conspiracy to escape 
from the insane asylum at Matteawan. 

The plans of the fugitive’s counsel 
are closely guarded, but it «was inti- 
mated today that the efforts of the 
New York authorities to prove Thaw was 
competent to commit an illegal act 
might be foreed by the defensé to a 
point where the evidence could be used 
to prove that he was absolutely sane. 

Thaw, it was said, was constantly in 
touch with his chief counsel, former 
Secretary of State Philander C. Knox, 
who was at his country home at Valley 
Forge, Pa., today. Thaw’s secretary 
intimated that Mr. Knox might come 
to Manchester. 

It was also suggested that a further 
move to delay the execution of the or- 
der of the United States Supreme 
Court for the removal of Thaw to New 
York was within the range of possibil- 
ity. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 22.—Discour- 
aged over the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in which Harry 
Thaw is ordered returned to New York 
to be tried on a conspiracy charge, for- 
mer Gov. William A. Stone, Thaws 
principal attorney, said today: “This 
is the end, for there is no appeal.

The transportation of the Christmas 


Festival at the Coliseum and for the 
outdoor exercises on Twelfth street 
proved to be a big problem. One is 37 
feet high and about 30 feet across; the 
other is 40 feet high and not as broad. 
They could not be brought in on one 
truck, and therefore the higher tree, 
which is to go up on Twelfth street, 
was loaded on the truck and brought 
into St. Louis. It reached the city 
Monday morning, having come in from 
the crossing of Gravois road and the 
eramec River, a distance of 35 miles. 
he weather made the journey incredi- 
bly difficult. in eget 

E. B. Anderson of the Southwestern 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., which do- 
nated the trees, had the task of fetch- 
ing in the giants, Before the first tree 
arrived, he had arranged for another 
truek, with three spans of specially 
shod mules, to bring in the tree that 
is to go up.in the Coliseum. A gang 
of men struggled with the problem of 
transporting the tree over 35 miles of 
icy road. They were forced to block 
the truck down hills that were s0 cov- 
ered with ice the rough-shod mules 
could scarcely stand upon them; and 
then had to go ahead breaking a road 
uphill through the ice. The mules 
could only pull uphill for short dis- 
tances when they were forced to stop 
for rest. 

Not only did the condition of the road 
make the task difficult, but the sleet had 
encased the tree so that the men were 
fearful branches would be broken. 
This greatly increased the weight to he 
hauled up the ‘slippery inclines. But 
they held manfully tothe task, arriv- 
ing at 4 o’clock Tuesday. morning, 
after a continuous struggle which began 
early Monday morning. 


The foreman fn the telephone com- 
pany’s yards said he had never seen so 
magnificent a tree. It will be a splendid 
sight when erected in the Coliseum and 
decorated with gifts and electric lights. 

The telephone company employes are 

worthy of all commendation for their 
devotion to the strenuous task which 
insured the arrival of the tree—despite 
all difficulties—in time for its prepara- 
tion before the festival.

STATE INFORMATION 


Against Policy of Law for Em- 
ployes to Take Compensa- 
tion Not Legally Prescribed. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 22.—Sec- 
retary of State Roach received an 
opinion from Attorney-Geenral Barker 
today in which Barker holds that the 
selling of official information by 
clerks in Roach’s office is in conflict 
with the spirit and intention of the 
law and indicates that such action on 


the part of State employes might 
lead to an abuse which would handi- 
cap them in the discharge of their 
official duties. 

Although the \ Missouri statutes 
cover the case broadly, requiring 
that officials shall devote their time 
and attention to the duties of their 
offices, Barker says the Legislatures 
of other states have spoken plainly 
rebuking the practice and he cites @ 
large number of decisions from the 
Supreme and Appellate Courts which 
hold, uniformly, that no officer shall 
be. permitted to take or exact more 
than is prescrihed by law. 

Barker said: ‘‘There is and can be 
no question but that the presumption 
of law is that the salary and fees -«r 
other compensation which it has fixed 
as a reward for the performance of 
official duty are adequate, AND THE 
OFFICER, BY ACCEPTING THE OF- 
FICE, IMPLIEDLY AGREES TO PER- 
FORM ITS DUTIES FOR THE RE- 
WARD SO PRESCRIBED. HE WILL 
NOT, THEREFORE, BE PERMITTED 
TO TAKE OR EXACT MORE THAN 
IS PRESCRIBED BY LAW.” 


What Service Ma Be Giv 
Barker holds that it fe not icnlawtel 


“for a public officer or employe, em- 
ployed by the State to render services 
outside of his employment, AND NOT 
IN ANY WISE CONNECTED THERE- 
WITH, for which he may receive and 
retain a fee. 

“For instance, if the Secretary of 
State is a lawyer, he may practice law 
while acting as Secretary of State, for 
cutside parties, and not connected in 
any wise with his duties as Secretary 
of State and may charge for such serv- 
ices. Or, for instance, a stenographer, 
in any of the State departments, may 
take deposition or do outside work no* 
connected with such office and may 
make a charge therefor. 

‘‘However, as I understand your ques- 
tion, this is not the real point, but the 
point is, can an employe copy records 
from the particular office in which he 
may be employed and receive pay fo: 
furnishing this information. ‘THIS {S 
QUITE DIFFERENT FROM DOIN 
OUTSIDE AND INDEPENDENT 
WORK.” 

The Nebraska Supreme Court com- 
telled the State Auditor to pay baek 
into the State Treasury $646 for services 
which were not official and for which 
he received pay from outside corpora- 
tions. The Auditor had been selling 
‘preparations of statements for life in- 
surance companies and procuring the 
same to be published.” His attorneys 
urged that he permitted to retain the 
fees, but the Court declared that as a 


State officer ‘‘his obligation and duties 


rreciude the idea ‘that he could at the 


same time be in the private service and 
pay of the insurance companies. 


Might Make Big Profits. 
“Tt enables the Treasurer to make 


enormous profits out of his office and 
to add largely to the compensation for 
his services fixed by statutes.

“There is neither @ more wholesome 
nor a sounder rule of law than that 
which requires public officers to keep 
themselves in such a position that noth- 
ing shall tempt them to swerve from 
the straight linec*of official duty. Offi- 
cers ought not to be permitted to place 
themselves in a position in which per- 
sonal interest may come in contact with 
the duty they owe to the public, 

“The purpose of the rule is to prevent 
persons from assuming a position 
where selfish motives:may impel them 
to sacrifice the public good to private 
benefit.” 

Barker again quotes the Indiana Su- 
preme Court which held, in the case of 
a County Treasurer who accepted money 
to which the Court found he was not 
entitled ‘“‘that the general rule, appli- 
cable to fiduciaries prohibiting them 
from taking- advantage of their positions 
to make profit for themselves out of 
the trust estate, should be strictly en- 
forced against public officers who are 
guilty of similar malfeasance. The pro- 
tection of the public interest requires 
that no exception to this rule shall be 
allowed nor any evasion tolerated.”

After citing numerous statutes ‘and 
cases from other states, showing that 
the employment of public officials by

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The Govern- 
ment’s Sherman iaw monopoly suit 


against the Lehigh Valley Railroad Co. 
and a number of other defendants en- 
gaged in the mining and transportation 
of anthracite coal was dismissed by 
Judge Charles M. Hough in the United 
District Court here yesterday. 

Prarie Hough said: “No monopoly of 


interstate commerce, nor anj attempt 
to monopolize, is shown. The proof of 
the pudding is in the eating thereof, and 
it is impossible to find any of the nor- 
mal results of monopoly without also 
finding violations of the commodities 
clause, and none is discovered. As to 
the restraint of interstate trade in coal 
transported over the Lehigh road, there 
can be no restraint without control, 
and since the railroad does not control f 
the coal it carries it has no means of 
restraint.””

And the operations in Servia are only a minor 
and seldom mentioned incident in the great war 
theater. The distress in the little nations is most 
appalling. Servia can not afford even victory 
at such a cost. The ravages of this year following 
that of former wars has caused a desolation from 
which the third generation of Servians will suffer, 
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ANDREAS VESALIUS—AND 400 YHARS. 

Next week in many places throughout the world 
will be celebrated the four-hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Andreas Vesalius. Andreas Ves- 
alius was the great pioneer, the Christopher Col- 
umbus, of human anatomy. On the last day of 
December in the year 1514 he was born—at Brus- 


sels, 
A few months ago when Louvain was burned, 


i Dr. Skrainka remarked, in the Interstate Medical 


Journal: 

It would not be meet at this time to enter 
into a discussion as to the real reasons why 
so famous a university as that of Louvain 
was destroyed in the present war, but all 
scholars must bemoan the fact that this ca- 
lamity, this blow to culture has occurred. 
What student of the history of medicine has 
not lovingly referred, time and again, to the 
venerable pile of stone which typifies the 
University of Louvain or has not visited it 
for the sake of the reputation of one man— 
Andreas Vesalius. 

In his classic essay upon Vesalius, Henry Morley 
wrote: 

There’ is an old folio, known to most men 
who Have visited the fountain-heads of med- 
ical literature, and dear to bookworms for its 
woodcut illustrations, which in their own’ 
time were ascribed to Titian. It is the Cor- 
poris Humanti Fabrica of Andreas Vesalius. 
The first page is adorned with a large and 
spirited woodcut, in which a young man, 
wearing professor’s robes, is to be seen stand- 
ing at the table of a lecture theater, and 
pointing out from a robust subject that lies 
before him the inner secreta of the human 
body. The tiers of benches that surround . 
the lecture-table are completely crowded with 
gtave doctors, who are leaning forward, 
struggling to see, and even climbing upon 
railings, from which they look down with 
faces that present a striking group, expres- 
sive of much wonder, interest, and curiosity, 
mixed with a little awe. And yet they look 
‘upon a spectacle which. is presented in our 
day as a matter-of-course to thousands of 
young men during the winter session at the 
hospitals. 

The woodcut at once leads us to suppose 
that we have to deal in the book to which it 
is prefixed with a man who was the first to 
force his way into a path obstructed by a 
heavy barricade of prejudice. 

Vesalius revolutionized, reconstructed, the 
science of anatomy, through dissection. Before. 
Vesalius there were dissections, but no accurate 
anatomists. In the words of Dr. Matheson Cullen, 
the mists and shadows of three and a half cen- 
turies have so gathered round the figure and fame 
of Vesalius that the events of his life and the 
grandeur of his achievement have become almost 
lost to the mental vision of the present genera- 
tion. The near approach of the fourth centenary 
of his birth and the celebrations with which his 
fellow-countrymen intend to mark it, will, it is 
hoped, rescue his name from the undeserved ob- 
livion into which it has fallen, and place in en- 
during light the extraordinary work he accom- 
plished, and the extent of the debt which anatomy 
must forever owe him.

Policemen should 
know better than to take liberties with Missouri 
Boys. The history and tradition of Missouri Boys 
is full of warning to policemen, Sheriffs, depu- 
ties, even posses. Missouri Boys have never suf- 
fered themselves to be tampered with lightly. Re- 
calling Bald Knob and Clay County and the Blue 
Cut, it is no surprise to us to read the account 
of what the Boys did Sunday evening: 

Fourteen grown members of the Missouri 
Boys’ Social Club, 2701 South Ninth street, at- 
tacked Patrolman Frank H. Hoener with 
kyives, hammers, pokers and beer glasses 
while he was leaving their clubroom last 
night after an investigation. A riot call 
brought police reinforcements and the 14 men 
were arrested. Two of them were treated at 
the city hospital for wounds. ‘ 

Anyhow, it took a whole police force to arrest 


them. Needless to say, we condemn lawlessness 
and riots and violations of excise provisions and 
Supreme Court rulings. Far be it from us to con- 
done reprehensible conduct in anybody, even in 
a Missouri Boy. But we love romance and ad- 
mire valor fust the same.

But for the fat he is carrying he is in 
good shape. He expects to do two 
months of hard work before his next 
fight, and T think that will make him 
as good as he ever was. He handled 
the English and French heavyweights 
like babies when they came up to meet 
him on the stage. Of course they 
weren’t the class, but the way that he 
handled them showed that he hasn’t for- 
gotten anything. 


Will Open a. Cafe.
